Oyama, reporting on yesterday's results, 
expresses satisfaction and says that his 
. center and right armies made substantial 


• gnins. The keynote of :tho battle seems 
to be a counter attack delivered by 
Oymna to offset Kuropatkin^s blow at 
the Japanese'right, 'As soon as :the' 
weight of this movement on the part of 
tho Russians became apparent, the Japa- 
nese commander responded with an at- 


; tack in force on his opponents right, evi- 
dently with the hope of crumpling Kuro- 
.patkln'a western columns back and di- 
verting, some strength from the Russian 
assault upon. his own eastern position. 
Concerning thij flanking movement Oya- 
ma reported that it "Is progressing fav- 
orably toward the attainment 
of our 


,flrst, object." -.Oku rcpor-ts-thc capture of 
twejity-fivo additional Russian guns mak- 
ing a total of thirty that have fallen 
into the hands of tho Japanese. 


TOKIO, Oct. 13.—1 p.;rn— It is report- 


ed that the Russians' are retiring along 
the entire front and that the Russian 
force at Penhsiihu is probably enveloped 
Eight more guns have been captured by 
the Japanese. 


TOKIO, Oct. 13.—4 p. m.—General Oku 


has captured twenty-five Russian guns, 
making a total of about thirty Russian 
puns which have fallen into thr> hands of 
the Japanese since the battle began. 


The latest reports from the front tell 


of continued Japanese successes. 


FIELD HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
Second Japanese Army, Oct. 11.—5 p. 


m., via Fusan, Oct. 13.—During the night 
the Japanese occupied the hills held by 
the Russians on the right and center of 
the line the Russians falling back a dis- 
tance of three miles. The Japanese in- 
fantry advanced within 15.00 yards of the 
Russian lines at noon and defeated the 
Russian* in a fierce counter attack, al- 
most annihilating the attacking 
force, 


who made three charges. 
The Russian 


artillery was not silenced despite a fierce 
'shelling all day. 


JAP GENERALLY SUCCESSFUL. 


TOKIO, Dot. 13.—1:30 p. m.—An ex- 


tended report received from the head- 
quarter^ of the Manchurian armies, a 
brief summary; of which is published this 


, afternoon, .indicates that the Japanese 


were generally successful in the fighting 
of yesterday and that all throe of the 
Japanese armies gained decided advan- 
tages. 


The Japaucsc captured a total of ten 


guns. 


The operations designed to isolate and 


surround the Russians at Bentsihu are 
progressing favorably. 


The numbers engaged in the struggle 


exceed the forces which fought at Liao- 
yang. 


In some places tho fighting surpassed 


in desperation anything shown since the 
war began,

The losses are not indicated but they 


tmqucstionably are heavy. 


A telegram covering yesterday's oper- 


ations which arrived here today says: 


"lu the direction of Bensihu the ene- 


my'* attacks have been repulsed at all 
points.

. "Ihe purtuit of tihe enemy undertaken 


by the main force of tlio right and cen- 
ter armies, has progressed remarkably." 


OYAMA TELLS OF. SUCCESS. 


TOKIO, Oct. 13, 9:45 a. m.—Field Mar- 


shal Oyama, reporting from the field 
Wednesday, afternoon, 
expresses satis- 


faction at the progress of the operations 
and fighting between the Tnitse and Hun 
rivers. The center. and .right armies 
made substantial gains. . While. the_left 
army was desperately'.struggling, to en- 
velop the Russian, right, .Field 'Marshal 
Oyama dispatched two -telegrams, the 
flrst of which said:

"The state .of aU'airs in the. direction 


of Mukden is as follows: 
On the,morn 


ing of Oct. 12th the central column of 
the right army at five o'clock .occupied 
Lokoulin Mountain and :the '.northern 
heights of Pacheatzu. The left column 
of the right army occupied the northern 
heights of Shaotnikou and continues to 
pursue the enemy's central column. The 
right 
army .succeeded 
in occupying 


Maerh Mountain. The central army, be- 
ginning operations from midnight Octo 
ber llth, reached the heights extending 
from Sanchia-tzu to Sankaushih Moun- 
tain on the northwest and is probably 
pursuing-'theVnemy^"'The'Ieft-army con- 
tinues, to .attack •the-encmy. along v the 
Schili river and <A • Imngwanginiad and 
Wulichieh since last night but has not 
yet attained its object. At present, aid- 
ed with reinforcements the left-wing is 
trying to envelope tho enemy's right 
flank by means of a rear engagement in 
the direction of Pensihu and the fighting 
continues. 
Judging 
from the above 


state of affairs, the operations in, those 
directions are proceeding favorably to- 
ward the attainment of our first ob- 
ject." 


The second message is as follows: 
"In an engagement 'at midnight on 


Oct. 11, we capture'd two field gun's and 
eight ammunition wagons. Major Gen- 
eral Murui .was wounded and one colonel 
was killed. • .

RUSSIANS'ARE'DOWNCAST. . 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 13, 5:15 p. m. 


The war office-up to this hour declares 
that no additional reports have arrived 
from the front. General Sakaroff's re- 
port given out only brings the story of 
the battle up to the evening of October 
11, when no decisive results had been ob- 
tained by either side, although he makes 
it plain that the Japanese hud assumed 
the offensive and that the Russians had 
not been entirely successful in defending 
their positions. The atmosphere at the 
war office is my no means cheerful. The 
failure to receive news of the Russian 
loft wing might possibly, be interpretcc 
As ten*ng to confirm the Tokio report 
that the Russians operating against the 
Japanese right had been enveloped. 


RUSSIAN BATTLESHIP HIT. 


CHEFOO, Oct. 13, 7 p. m—Local Rus- 


sians confirm the report that the'Rus 
sian battleship Retvizan was reccntlj 
hit by a shell from one of the new, big 
Japanese guns, but they claim that the 
damage done was slight. Two sailors 
wore killed. Another shell burst near 
the Russian gunboat Giliak, killing her 
commander and injuring others. The 
Russians admit that the new Japanese 
guns furiously 
threaten the 
harbor 


docks, etc. They believe, however,1 that 
the squadron at Port Arthur will remain 
inside the harbor until the arrival of the 
Baltic fleet.

WASHINGTON, Oct. ]3—The presi- 


dent is" preparing to redeem his promise 
to the delegates to the interparliamen- 
tary peace conference to secure another 
meeting of plenipotentiaries of the pow- 
ers signatory to The Hague convention, 
with a view to revising and adding to 
that instrument. Complex machinery of 
this kind is difficult to set in motion and 
if the ordinary course is followed in 
Lhese negotiations it will be at least a 
year and probably a longer period before 
the meeting can be held. 


It will be necessary for the state de- 


partment to address separate notices to 
every government represented at 
the 


last conference inviting suggestions as 
to the time o.nd place of meeting and 
without1 doubt, in the spirit of caution 
that is always exhibited by diplomats, 
many of these government will, "before 
giving their assent to the proposed con- 
ference,*, seek 
to secure an 
ironclad 


agreement as to the scope of the con- 
ference. Many limitations arc expected 
to be proposed in this -way and it is real- 
ized that much difficulty will be exper- 
ienced in securing harmony. •

After on inquest tho coroner snid:

fantile crime. The boy evidently thought 
lie had been supplanted in the affections 
of his parents. The latter deserve sym- 
pathy but I rendered the only verdict 
possible—that the baby was killed by 
lier brother, whose tender age makes 
him irresponsible for tho deed."

Henry G. JPowles, Who Fought 


Four Years tor His Country, 


Expired 'i'his Morning. 


WOUNDED MANY TIMES 


BUT KEPT OiN FIGHTING 


C irrlcd One Uullct With Him to Day 


of Death—Union Grovo Has 


Lost0..e ol'ItsMostEjtffll- 


•flble Citizens, 


Henry'G. Powlcs, one of the prominent 


citizens of Union Grove nnd an honored 
veteran of tho late war, died at his homo 
in that village about 8 o'clock 
this 


morning. For a long time Mr. Powles 
had been failing and although his death 
was expected, the announcement cast a 
pang of sorrow throughout the entire 
village nnd southern part of the county. 


No man in Kacine county took a more 


nelivo part and participated.in more of 
the important battles of -the rebellion 
than Mr. Powles, who from the time of 
the first call for troops until the south 
laid down its arras, was found at the 
front valiantly defending the union. 


Mr. Powlcs was born in Wales, in 1844. 


With his parents he emigrated 
from 


Liverpool a few years later. They were 
seven weeks reaching New York and 
came on to Kenosha county and settled 
*ipou a farm. 


When ten years old hb father died and 


he was loft a poor boy. To farm work 
he devoted his energies until he entered 
the service Of his country April 18, 1861, 
'us a member of Company F* Second Wis- 
consin infantry, under Captain William 
Strong and Colonel 
Coon. The 
com- 


p(iny was organized in Kacine and at 
Madison joined the regiment which was 
•ordered to Washington, and assigned to 
•(the army of the Potomac. 


FOUGHT IN MANY BATTLES. 


Mr. Powles was in all of the important 


battles of his company, at 
Blackburn 


l-'ord, battle 
of Manassas Junction, 


where he received a slight wound in' his 
left knee during the charge of the Black 
Horao Cavalry, a rebel brigade, and was 
off duty two weeks. Next was the bat- 
ile of Cedar Mountain; following tho 
'terrible battle of Gainesville, August 2S, 
!lS62. Next day was the second battle 
of Bull Run where 'Mr. PowlM received 
n bad wound in the left side. Ho was 
Jeaning up against a stone wall when a 
rebel officer sprang in front of him and 
leveling a revolver shot him. The ball 
struck a rib, glanced to the muscles of 
Iho stomach and ho carried' the bullet 
to the time of his death, At the battle 
of Gainesville he was taken prisoner, 
but aoon paroled. 


UNCONSCIOUS 37 DAYS. 


It was at the battle north of Gettys- 


burg that tho fragment of a shell struck

Most of 
them were evidently tramps and occupy 
unknown graves in the Potter'6 fields of 
the local cemeteries. 


Because of -so many tramps having 


been killed on the railroads in times gone 
by the rui'lroad companies have decided 
to take steps which will prevent so many 
deaths. Train crews on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul railway have been in- 
structed 'to be more zealous in keeping 
tramps' from riding on freight trains. 


In addition to the unpleasantness of 


having it said that men are.killed on tho 
railroad, it frequently happens that the 
deaths of tramps puts the companies to 
considerable expense. 


Congressman H. A. Cooper came in 


from Burlington this morning where he 
presided at the Governor La Toilette 
mceimg last evening. Mr. Cooper states 
ihat the meeting" was one of the largest 
icld at Burlington in recent years and 
that the governor was given a rousing 
reception. 


The meeting was held in the Teutonia 


hall and from 800 to 1,000 people crowd- 
ed, into the place. Delegations .were 
there from Union Grove with a band of 
music,, also Watcrford, Rochester and 
other surrounding towns. This morn- 
ing the governor spoke at Union Grove; 
then at Raymond, Franksvillc and at 5 
p. m. he will talk at Corliss. A commit- 
tee will meet him at Qorliss and it is ex- 
pected ho will come overland by team to 
Racine, tKcre being no train to bring 
him here in time for the meeting to be 
held at the Lakeside Auditorium. 


Previous to the meeting there will bo 


music on the streets by a band, but no 
band will escort the chief executives of 
the state to the place of speaking. That 
he will be greeted by a large crowd goes 
without the saying, 
SQUARELY TOR THE GOVERNOR. 
At Burlington Mr. Cooper, in his pre- 


liminary remarks, preceding the intro- 
duction of Governor La Toilette, came 
out squarely for th" Republican ticket 
containing the name of Governor La 
Follette and spoke anent tho decision 
made by the national Republican con- 
vention in Chicago. AVhilc he did not 
mention the names of Senators Quarles 
or Spooner, he said the national commit- 
tee had acted upon the advice of two 
men who had been signally honored by 
their party in the state.

Here the speaker quoted at 
length 


what Lincoln had said after the close of 
vhc war. Then, he asked the people to 
come down a decade later when one of 
the greatest men who ever sat on the 
supreme.bench and in the United.States 
senate, Judge David Davis, left .a warn- 
ng to the people, that it wa-s truly 
alarming. President Garfiold and John 
Sherman, also saw the danger and the 
latter drew a bill to meet and suppress 
•his danger. 
He asked the audience'to 


consider "what had resulted from' combi- 
nations and trusts in the past 
four- 


teen years. "Look and don't be indiffer- 
ent to the danger," he said.

He asked the people- to come down 


with him to the last congresj when Rep- 
resentative -Littlefield,- of Maine, had 
spoken of trusts and- corporstiocs.- The 
tenor'of the governor's remarks were to 
prove that a few men controlled produc- 
tion and 
prices. Tho United States 


Steal 'company received a great deal of 
attention. They have a capital of §1,- 
200,000,000. He told how they .controll- 
ed 80 per cent of the Superior iron pro- 
duct and tiic Connorsvilje coal product. 
This was an illustration of .what in before 
the people, that -they wniit legislation to 
get rid of taxen, that they place lobby- 
ists in'tiie legislatures and the United 
States congress, and if one piece of legis 
lation was taken and traced it would be 
found that they" control. 


STANDARD OIL METHODS. 


Next the governor paid his respects to 


th'o' Standard Oil company, claim being 
made thnt Rockefeller wns tire power

- to make wealth for their children to lira 
on:after they were gone; how Rockefel- 
ler: looked over the fields, called the rail- 
roads .together, told them the small oper- 
' ttto'rs should be brushed aside. The rail- 
roads consolidated. They ndvnnced the 
rates only to return the increase to the 
Standard Oil campnny in rebates 
and 


they paid back to this corporation $10,- 
000.000 in a few years. ' He told how in 
raising rniiroad'rates and dropping prices 
of oil the small operators were forced 
out. Agents of the oil company went out 
and bought the small interests and thus 
obtained control. The dividends of this 
corporation were $234,000,000. In addi- 
iion to being in control..of the Standard 
Oil company. Rockefeller was a copper 
king and railway magnate' and it may 
not be generally known, but he has. a 
large interest in certain railways in Wis- 
consin. Thus this rebate iniquity place? 
the people in the power of railroads and 
other corporations. 


The governor claimed thnt the farmer 


could not sell a product off his farm that 
was not controlled by six big packing 
houses. They rule the market price in 
this country. 


He read quotations from the interstate, 


commerce law, doing tliis, he said, be 
cau»e there were a lot of manufacturers 
in this state who say there is nothing 
io the rebate question. He claimed thnt 
rebates had been paid in this state to 
elevator companies amounting to $92,000 
Then he explained how small grain deal- 
ers were crowded out of business.
